Snbject:  Distributor Appointments and Price Postings Requirements.

It has recently come to my attention that there is some confusion in regards to price postings and
distributor appointment requirements for fmpoxters and Distributors acting as Importers. Please
refer to Bulletin No. 00-2, enclosed with this memo.

All Importers and Distributors acting as Importers must file as subjobbers/suppliers.

Distributor appointments must be submitted on your letterhead listing alf distributors you are
selling to. This appointment must be received by the 25" of the month to go into effect the 1" of
the second month. For instance, if the LCB receives the appointment by March 25 the first day
your distributor may sell the product will be May 1%,

Price posting requirements for Importers and Distributors acting as Importers have the same tioe
line. As an Importér you must post your ptices to Distributors by the 25™ of the month with
revisions or changes bejng made no Jater than the 1% of the month and you may sefl the 1% of the
following month. For instance, if you post your initial price by March 25™, you may make
changes or revisions throngh April 1%, and you may start sefling your product by May 1™

Requirement

All licensed suppliers (dreweries, wineries, importers and distribusors that sell to other distributors) are required 1o file
with the Ligior Control Board (LCB) any and all allowances offered to Washington distributors, Fuailure to file this
information is a violation of the regulations siated above,
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Allowances must be offered unifém':ly to all distributors. Quantity discounts are prohibited. Allowance programs must
comply with title RCW 66,

Filing Deadlines and Effective Dates g

Same as for supplier price postings: Postmarked (or filed on Intemet system) by the 25% of apy month to be effective the
1* day of the second month following the filing. Revisions may be filed between the 25™ and the 1%, and if postmarked .
(or filed on Internet system) by the 1% will be ¢ffective the 1% day of the next month. :

How Does 3 Suppler File Allowance Information? : :

1. Complete the appropriate allowance colunm(s) on the Internet posting site (or the Beer/Wine Supplier’s Price
Schedule for those still filing on paper) for cach product for which an allowance is offered. Allowances mustbe
refiled for every month In effect. Sce definitions and examples of coromon allowances below.

Z. Use form LIQ 783-50 (enclosed) to file the writien details and conditions of all allowances as presented 1o
‘Washington disiributors, in addition to step one above. '

What Tvpes of Allowances Must Be filed? .

All allowences must be filed with the LCB, The most common types are defined below. The Internet posting site and

paper posting forms have been designed with spaces for these wost common types., For apy other type of allowance,

complete the most appropriate column of the Internet or paper posting form with the maxinmm allowance available end

file the details on form LIQ 783-50.

Note: Both filings as described in 1 and 2 above must be submitted to the LCB by the filing deadline.

_Definitions of Common Allowances
Allowance Type Definition
Purchase Allowance A per case allowance reimbursed or eredited 1o Washington distributors by the supplicr for :
each case of product purchased within the posting period.

Flat Depletion A pex case alJowance reimbursed or credited to Washington distributors by the supplier for

Allowance each case of produst soid to retailers within the posting period.

Percentage Depletion | Same as the Flat Depletion Allowance, except the amount of the allowance is based on the i
Allowance amount the distributor decreases the selling price to retailers for every case sold withia the

posting period. A percentage of this decrease is returned to the distribunor up fo the
maximum allowance amount stated, The percentage way vary according to how much the
distributor’s selling price is decreased,
